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New Concept for Phase III of South Long-lived Champion Trees, 
Core Presented for Council Review 


The December 7 Greenbelt 
City Council worksession was 
scheduled to consider the De- 
tailed Site Plan (DSP) for Phase 
III of the South Core of Green- 
belt Station and a new concept 
plan. However, issues relating 
to the DSP were satisfactorily 
resolved, leaving the council to 
concentrate on the concept plan. 

The mood was at times rather 
tense at the city council’s No- 
vember 16 worksession with 
representatives of the Woodlawn 
Development Group when it first 
reviewed the DSP. As reported 
in the November 26 issue of 
this paper, planning department 
staff had prepared a 23-page 
memorandum detailing a variety 
of concerns, as well as a differ-

ence of opinion between city and 
county staff regarding the criteria 
by which the plan should be 
evaluated. 

City staff had recommended 
to council that the DSP not be 
approved. In this case the city’s 
approval is required, not simply 
advisory, since that condition was 
negotiated as part of the city’s 
Development Agreement with the 
developers. 

According to Celia Craze, 
director of planning and com- 
munity development, subsequent 
to that worksession, staff worked 
with Woodlawn to identify the 
“large ticket” items that needed 
attention. In response to staff 
and council comments, Wood- 
lawn prepared a new alternative 


concept plan. 

Craze told the council that 
staff opinion was that the new 
concept plan addresses many of 
the problem areas. It also re- 
lieves the time pressure felt by 
all parties at the time of the No- 
vember meeting, when an early 
January meeting with the County 
Planning Board was scheduled 
for review of the DSP, requiring 
quick turnaround for the city and 
Woodlawn to resolve their dif- 
ferences. A new meeting date 
with the county will be scheduled 
upon the filing and review of the 
alternative concept plan. 

In the meantime, instead of 
discussing further revisions to

Council Reviews Goal Statement; 
Many New Suggestions Offered 


At its December 16 workses- 
sion the Greenbelt City Council 
reviewed its existing goal state- 
ment and discussed possible revi- 
sions and additions. While there 
was little disagreement as to any 
goal proposed, there was diver- 
gence of opinion as to emphasis 
and direction. Councilmembers 
concluded that more time was 
needed to reach agreement on a 
new goal statement and that some 
kind of an extended worksession, 
such as an entire Saturday or part 
of a Sunday should be held in 
January. 

Following the 2013 election, 
council adopted the following 
goals: enhance the sense of com- 
munity, economic development 
and sustainability, improve trans- 
portation opportunities, maintain 
Greenbelt as an environmentally 
proactive community, improve 
public safety and constituent 
service.

ed that there were “so many 
things going on right now,” and 
that council needed “to be more 
strategic.” He urged council to 
spend more time to set visioning 
goals. That was done in 2008 
and 2013 and should be done ev- 
ery three years. He said that he 
had prepared his list of goals and 
that other councilmembers should 
do likewise. Other councilmem- 
bers had also prepared lists in ad- 
vance and they also summarized 
their lists at the meeting. 
Supporting Jordan, Council- 
member Judith Davis said that 
council had broad goals but need- 
ed to flesh them out. She felt 
that council also needed to talk 
about infrastructure. 
Councilmember Edward 
Putens was also supportive and 
proposed having a weekend re- 
treat as council had done many 
years ago. But he also expressed 


concern about putting extra bur- 
den on city staff without “adding 
more bodies.” 

Goal Lists 

Individually, the members of 
the council listed or summarized 
their lists of goals. 

Rodney Roberts began by ad- 
vocating change in how police 
officers are trained. He said the 
training manual was written in a 
military style. He said, “Every 
day I hear the gun range, of- 
ficers shooting. For every hour 
of shooting, I want training in 
how to subdue without force and 
to deal with people with men- 
tal conditions.” (The Greenbelt 
Police share a gun range with 
other jurisdictions located at the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center. ) 

Roberts also advocated

sor for the City of Greenbelt, hugs the 
longleaf pine in Schrom Hills Park to 
demonstrate its girth. 


Start the New Year by walking 
among champions. Just have a 
walk around Schrom Hills Park. 
Or walk through the center of 
town. The champions loom, wav- 
ing their crowns. 

These champion trees are the 
biggest of their kind in Prince 
George’s County and the state. 

And as one walks there are 





other special trees — the 
City of Greenbelt’s signifi- 
cant trees. They may not 
be the biggest but they’re 
beautiful. “They add val- 
ue to the landscape,” said 
Brian Townsend, the city’s 
horticultural supervisor. 

The significant trees 
include beech with love- 
ly gray bark, eastern red 
cedars, white oaks, mag- 
nolias and willow oaks. 
They’re all captured in a 
pamphlet written by the 
city’s Advisory Committee 
on Trees. A Tour of Green- 
belt’s Significant Trees is 
available to download from 
the city website greenbelt- 
md.gov/DocumentCenter/ 
View/1900. 

Even though the pam- 
phlet was written in 2007, 
most of the trees are still 
standing. The tour includes 
the Community Center, 
Centerway, Parkway, Cres- 
cent, Ridge and Hamilton, Buddy 
Attick Park and Schrom Hills 
Park. The short blurb about the 
trees explains why each one is 
so impressive. All of this remains 
true and is worth walking for. 

Occasionally, however, the de- 
scription is out of date. Take the

Council Approves GSA Letter 
Regarding FBI Headquarters

At a January 4 special meet- 
ing the Greenbelt City Council 
approved sending a letter to the 
U.S. General Services Admin- 
istration (GSA) supporting the 
building of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI) headquarters 
on what is now the parking lot 
of the Greenbelt Metro station. 
The letter, a response to the Draft 
Environmental Impact Statement 
(DEIS), also identified some areas 
of concern. 

The letter states that “It is our 
strong belief that the Greenbelt 
site 1s the best location for a 
consolidated FBI headquarters.” 
The letter further stated, “[Wel] 
are confident the site provides the 
greatest benefits for FBI employ- 
ees, our citizens and the region.” 

The GSA has selected three 
locations as potential sites for the 
FBI headquarters: the Greenbelt 
Metro site, the former Landover 
Mall location and a site owned 
by GSA in Springfield, Virginia. 
The DEIS compared the impact 
of each site on a variety of en- 
vironmental, social and economic 
conditions. 

Council’s letter notes that the 
Greenbelt location “provides a 
unique opportunity to benefit the 
environment .... The transforma- 


tion of the existing impervious 
surface parking lot into a new 
FBI campus will result in the 
long-term improvement of envi- 
ronmental conditions on site, to 
the nearby stream valley, and ul- 
timately to the Anacostia River.” 

The letter notes, however, “We 
ask that careful consideration of 
the wetlands and impacts to the 
floodplain be prioritized during 
the layout design of campus fa- 
cilities.” The city is also asking 
to be included in all upcoming 
discussions about the develop- 
ment of the site. 

Finally, the letter states, “The 
City supports the majority of 
recommended improvements de- 
veloped during the DEIS’s traffic 
analysis to optimize traffic signals 
and improve lane geometry. We 
ask that intersection improve- 
ments minimize road widening 
where feasible.” 

Council asked the GSA to ad- 
dress four concerns: 

1) a request that the perimeter 
fence be located outside of the 
Indian Creek stream channel, 
wetlands and riparian forest area; 

2) rebuttal of the study’s vi- 
sual impact analysis, stating that

the city’s opinion is that the vi- 
sual impacts of the FBI campus 
would be an improvement over 
the existing parking lot; 

3) a request that GSA recon- 
sider the source of natural gas for 
the facility, noting the presence 
of a more accessible gas line than 
that presented in the DEIS; and 

4) encourage GSA to pursue 
a lease “which will support the 
extension of local fire, police, 
recreation and social services to 
support the new headquarters.” 

An attachment to the letter 
notes a number of factual or 
more technical comments or cor- 
rections, including explaining the 
city’s role in providing police and 
recreational services, the distance 
from the police station to the pro- 
posed site and updating obsolete 
information. 

In its review, council made 
a few changes to the draft let- 
ter. They suggested other pos- 
sible items to include with the 
comments, such as a letter from 
Washington Gas regarding the 
natural gas line suggested in the

Carol, an Outstanding Love Story with a Catch 

Carol is a powerful yet controlled love story of two quite differ- 
ent women that might seem on the face of it to be a reflection of 
sexual relationships in the modern world — except that it is set in 
the world of 1952. This environment presents serious challenges to 
the two women, a mature yet glamorous housewife in the midst of 
a divorce named Carol played by Cate Blanchett and a 19-year-old 
department store employee, Therese (Rooney Mara). Their relation- 
ship steadily deepens and becomes more intense while those around 
them (mostly men) seem to be completely unaware of it.

letter. In addition, Councilmember 
Edward Putens suggested refer- 
encing the police department’s 
certification by the Commission 
on Accreditation of Law Enforce- 
ment Agencies. Councilmember 
Konrad Herling requested men- 
tioning that the project would 
improve water quality in the 
Anacostia River. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts expressed concern about 
studying the FBI headquarters 
separately from the State High- 
way Administration’s improve- 
ments to the Beltway, including 
the two missing ramps to and 
from the south. City Planner Jes- 
sica Bellah said that due to the 
presence of a box culvert, the 
wetlands north of the Beltway are 
considered separate from those on 
the Metro site. Roberts was not 
convinced, but Mayor Emmett 
Jordan pointed out that the city 
was just reacting to the DEIS. 

Cary Coppock, from the audi- 
ence, asked how deep the build- 
ing would go. Bellah and Garth 
Beall of Renard Development 
agreed that it appears unlikely 
that there will be underground 
facilities. Coppock also raised 
concerns about how to mini- 
mize the impact of maintenance 
activities of the perimeter fence 
and suggested seeking to have 
monitoring stations installed on 
Indian Creek. 

On a 5-0 vote, council ap- 
proved a motion authorizing City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin 
to send the letter, with council’s 
comments incorporated, to GSA 
by the Wednesday, January 6 
deadline for comments. (Coun- 
cilmembers Leta Mach and Silke 
Pope were not present.)

the DSP, the focus of the De- 
cember 7 council worksession 
with the developers became the 
new concept plan. The same 
players were at the table. All 
councilmembers were present. 
Michael German and Justin Frye 
of Woodlawn and Project Attor- 
ney Norman Rivera, City Man- 
ager Michael McLaughlin, Jessica 
Bellah, community planner, and 
Craze were present. 

Further adding to the lightened 
mood of Round II was that in 
general councilmembers recog- 
nized the serious effort made 
by Woodlawn to address or find 
areas of compromise on issues 
raised by staff and council at the 
last meeting. 

Welcome 

Mayor Emmett Jordan opened 
the meeting by welcoming sev- 
eral new Greenbelt residents, 
homeowners in Greenbelt Station, 
who were in the audience. He 
thanked the developers for find- 
ing areas of compromise in their 
most recent reworking of the plan 
and then asking for a briefing 
from planning staff. 

Craze pointed out as two big 
improvements in the new plan the 
addition of pocket parks, which 
provide additional open space, 
and a change in the orientation of 
the potential retail parcel. 

Bellah went into additional 
detail. She said the new concept 
provides for three public pocket 
parks, a new street grid pattern, 
a revised layout for Lot 116 (the 
potential retail space) and no 
reduction in the total number of 
units. 

In the DSP, a row of town- 
houses had fronted the half-acre 
Lot 116. In response to council’s 
objections at the last meeting, the 
townhouses were removed from 
that location so that the lot would 
be better able to serve as either 
parkland or retail space, depend- 
ing on the results of marketing 
studies. 

Lot 116 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts asked when it would be de- 
termined whether Lot 116 would 
be used for retail or whether it 
could be declared open space. 
Bellah responded that at the end 
of a year after marketing begins, 
it could be transferred to the city 
if it had not been sold. Although 
there are funds included in the 
development agreement for devel- 
oping a park there, the city is not 
required to do so. 

Councilmember Judith Davis 
also thanked the developers for 
the accommodations they had 


public use. 

While the new pocket parks 
break up the visual mass of the 
buildings and provide some open 
space, Bellah pointed out that the 
areas were created by narrowing 
the distance between the houses 
from 50 to 30 feet, which re- 
quires further evaluation. 

Bellah and Craze both stressed 
that the new concept did not as 
yet provide enough detail for 
staff to evaluate all the changes. 

Overpass 

Craze also reported that a 
staff-level meeting had been held 
with College Park to discuss the 
placement of the pedestrian over- 
pass from North College Park 
that was part of the original plan. 
She described it as a sticky prob- 
lem that Greenbelt and College 
Park have never been able to 
agree upon. The problem is on 
the Greenbelt side, with the city 
being concerned about the close 
proximity to houses where the 
overpass would land. 

Staff’?s proposed location, if 
there is to be an overpass at all, 
is at the end of a green space 
that does not infringe on the 
green space. Bellah explained 
that the reason for the specific 
location is that the original con- 
ceptual site plan requires that 
the overpass be located on the 
College Park side at the College 
Park Public Works facility. Put- 
ting the overpass there, however, 
would require removing two of 
the townhouses shown in the 
developer's new conceptual plan. 

Davis pointed out that the 
raison d’étre for the overpass had 
been access to the more extensive 
retail facilities originally planned 
for the South Core, which will 
now not materialize. Rivera con- 
firmed that it would cost about 
$48 million to build, there is 
currently no public or private 
funding for it, and the developer 
is not required to fund it. 

“Can we get rid of this?” 
Councilmember Edward Putens 
asked. “The reason for doing it 
has been eliminated.” 

Woodlawn’s proposal was to 
place it to the north of Phase 
III, in a location that ultimately 
would not comply with the con- 
dition in the site plan. Consid- 
erable discussion ensued about 
how the situation should best be 
handled. In the meantime, the 
condition exists that a location 
for the overpass must be part of 
the plan, even though it is un- 
likely ever to be built. 
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Regarding council’s previous 
concern with the proximity of 
some of the last row of town- 
houses to the sound barrier, Bel- 
lah said there is now a minimum 
of 15 feet between the barrier 
and the property line. As a re- 
sult, however, some of the yards 
are not as deep, which may also 
create a problem with the public 
utilities easement. 

Residents Speak 

Before concluding the dis- 
cussion, the mayor asked the 
Greenbelt Station residents pres- 
ent whether they had any ques- 
tions. Hatyang Li, who lives in a 
townhouse on Davis Point Road, 
expressed concern about the retail 
location, noting that parking is 
already difficult, and he observed 
that a car had been parked in 
front of his house for a very long 
time. He also asked whether the 
decision on the FBI relocation 
would have any impact on any of 
the concepts for the South Core. 

The mayor said there would 
be no impact either way by the 
FBI and that the retail, if any, 
would have its own parking pad 
within the lot. Councilmembers 
suggested that street parking des- 
ignations should be the province 
of the Home Owners Association 
when it exists. 

Joseph Trullinger, whose house 
is on Greenbelt Station Park- 
way, said he had heard there 
were plans to create a third lane 
on that roadway by eliminating 
the median. He suggested that 
would substantially change the 
atmosphere of the street. Craze 
assured him that the street is al- 
ready built to its maximum width 
and that plans for the FBI reloca- 
tion explicitly take into account 
that it cannot be enlarged. 

Although it was anticipated 
that progress might be quicker, 
as of January 5 Bellah said there 
had been little change in the sta- 
tus of the Phase III plans since 
the December 7 meeting. She 
said the developer has continued 
work on the new conceptual plan 
but no date has yet been set to 
bring it to the city council for 
action.

purchasing property in Greenbelt 
West, suggesting purchasing the 
scrap yard operating on Branch- 
ville Road. It was something the 
city needed to do, even though 
the property is located within the 
town limits of Berwyn Heights. 
(The scrap yard is situated adja- 
cent to the South Core of Green- 
belt Station, now under develop- 
ment with mixed housing.) 

Roberts also advocated putting 
back a basketball hoop in Green- 
belt East and that the Greenbelt 
police actively patrol it so that 
“bad things” won’t then happen. 
(Councilmembers had received 
complaints from residents of the 
area unhappy that the basketball 
court had been taken out of use.) 

Jordan grouped his objectives 
under four categories. The first 
related to economic develop- 
ment. He wanted to achieve 
commercial redevelopment by 
implementing the strategies put 
forth by the Sage Group, such 
as offering incentives and by 
using the information now be- 
ing generated by a consultant on 
marketing. He would also like to 
make Roosevelt Center a “desti- 
nation place” by working with 
the Friends of the Old Greenbelt 
Theatre and the New Deal Cafe. 
For Greenbelt Road, Jordan hopes 
to restart an earlier effort by the 
state to landscape and beautify it 
so that it is more of a boulevard 
than highway. In the vicinity of 
Hanover Parkway, he would like 
to provide more recreational op- 
portunities, suggesting a fitness 
trail extending from Roosevelt 
High School around Greenway 
Center past the dog park and 
through Schrom Hills Park. 

Organization 

Jordan’s second goal area re- 
lated to managing organizational 
change, in part the result of po- 
tential retirements of key person- 
nel. He also noted city staff was 
strained by the work load placed 
on it by council. He felt the 
need to revisit a consultant’s or- 
ganizational study and implement 
more of its recommendations. 
There was also a need to deal 
with issues of space limitation, 
noting that the museum acquisi- 
tion could help a bit. (The mu- 
seum has offices and a display 
room at the Community Center 
that could possibly be relocated 


to the adjacent home that may be 
purchased as a museum addition.) 

Jordan’s third area for goals 
related to city finances. He 
would like to achieve a healthy 
reserve and build up the tax base 
through economic development, 
restoring the city property tax to 
a former lower rate. Lastly, Jor- 
dan’s goal for public safety was 
simply to outfit police officers 
with body cameras. 

Davis commented that the 
problem was that councilmembers 
had so many ideas, pet projects 
and goals that it will be tough to 
prioritize them. 

Silke Pope said she agreed 
with Jordan’s goals, but that other 
councilmembers had a lot to 
add and it would be difficult to 
reduce the number to just a few 
priorities to work on. She was 
particularly concerned that more 
staff was needed and that should 
the FBI Headquarters facility 
come to Greenbelt “we will really 
be swamped.” 

Edward Putens agreed and 
suggested that council first had 
some basics to do as to “who 
we are and what we are” as an 
organization. 

Leta Mach said there was a 
need to focus on organizational 
assessment and economic devel- 
opment and to see what council 
will be able to handle this year. 
She considers Roosevelt Center 
a key to economic development. 
Council needs to consider next 
steps for the movie theater, not- 
ing the currently unusable stage 
which she called “unsafe” behind 
the screen. She considers the 
large, curved screen to be “the 
jewel of the theater,’ however. 

Mach stated as another goal 
getting all Greenbelt children to 
attend Greenbelt schools. 

Six Categories 

Davis put forth six categories 
of goals with organizational as- 
sessment being listed first. Man- 
aging the city’s infrastructure was 
her second, noting the need for a 
plan to schedule and finance ma- 
jor replacement costs for facilities 
such as roof replacements. She 
particularly emphasized the need 
for watershed improvements such 
as repair to the Greenbelt Lake 
dam and to “get rid of that ce- 
ment thing on Hillside,” referring 
to the concrete storm drainage

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channel in the park area between 
Greenhill Road and Northway 
that was installed to prevent sur- 
face storm water from flooding 
Lakewood subdivision homes. 

Davis called for a proactive, 
not reactive plan for economic 
development. In this respect she 
suggested issuing awards to out- 
standing businesses and undertak- 
ing a bus stop study. 

Public safety and quality of 
life was her fourth goal category. 
She, too, advocates the purchase 
of body cameras for police. 

Environmental issues were 
Davis’s fifth category of goals 
including achieving sustainability, 
dealing with the forest preserve 
assessment now being undertaken, 
the need to get more people in- 
volved, providing electric vehicle 
chargers, installing solar panels, 
providing more pervious pave- 
ment instead of impervious and 
replacing Bradford Pear trees. 

Davis’s last category was con- 
stituent services. She advocated 
the need to make the city website 
more attractive. 

Konrad Herling provided 
councilmembers with a five-page 
detailed listing of goals and ob- 
jectives. In summary they were 
providing for a more inclusive 
community, furthering economic 
development, the assessment of 
management of city government, 
organization and its personnel, 
improving the budget process, 
providing amenities such as rec- 
reational opportunities, the dog 
park, ball field management and 
bettering the environment. He 
also suggested for the long range 
building a new arts center. As a 
last item Herling urged the reno- 
vation of the current fire station. 

Next Step 

In summary, Putens declared 
that council won’t find an end to 
something unless there is first a 
beginning. To begin, he urged 
dealing with those needs relating 
to the core functions of the city 
first and looking for the resources 
needed to accomplish them. 

Jordan declared that coun- 
cil was not going to be able to 
accomplish that on that night. 
He suggested that staff put to- 
gether a list for council to then 
prioritize at another meeting to 
be held soon. City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin noted that

Jordan suggested maybe meet- 
ing on a Saturday or Sunday. 
Davis suggested taking a whole 
day. Putens suggested a Sun- 
day afternoon to accommodate 
Roberts’ work schedule. Roberts 
remained uncommitted and since 
this was a worksession, action 
was deferred to the next regular 
meeting.

were taken. The driver side mir- 
ror was taken from a vehicle in 
the 9000 block Breezewood Ter- 
race. A car charger, registration 
card and insurance card were 
taken from a vehicle in the 9100 
block Edmonston Court. In the 
7800 block Mandan Road a car 
was rummaged through after the 
front passenger window was bro- 
ken but nothing appeared to have 
been taken. 

Vandalism was reported in the 
7900 block Mandan Road, where 
a man saw another man kick 
his car several times and flee on 
foot. He is described as black, 23 
years old, 5’7” tall, 115 pounds, 
wearing a tan jacket, blue jeans 
and white shoes. 

Vandalism was also report- 
ed in the 5700 block Greenbelt 
Metro Drive (a brick was used to 
break out the rear windshield and 
crack the front windshield of a 
vehicle) and 200 block Lakeside 
(two tires were slashed). 


Routine Patrol Finds 


Unresponsive Man 

A Greenbelt police officer 
on routine patrol in Schrom 
Hills Park on Monday, January 
4 at approximately 6:59 p.m., 
found two men, one unre- 
sponsive and later pronounced 
dead, and the other possibly 
under the influence of drugs, 
according to a press release 
from George Mathews, Green- 
belt Police Department. The 
deceased man has been identi- 
fied as Anthony Miguel Cabo- 
taje, 22 years old, of Lanham. 

While making rounds of 
the park, located in the 6900 
block Hanover Parkway, the 
officer became suspicious of 
a vehicle in the parking lot. A 
man walking near it told him 
something about having been 
robbed, said Mathews. Further 
investigation revealed an unre- 
sponsive man in the driver’s 
seat of a 4-door Honda Ac- 
cord. Officers used a portable 
defibrillator in an attempt to 
resuscitate him and he was 
transported by ambulance to 
Doctors Community Hospt- 
tal, where he was pronounced 
dead. 

The second man has not 
been identified and was trans- 
ported by ambulance to Prince 
George’s Hospital Center for 
observation. An investigation 
is continuing.

Longleaf Pine that stands sentry 
at the entrance to Schrom Hills 
Park. The tree has a wall where 
people rest, as well as a fence so 
no one tries to climb its impres- 
sive trunk. The brochure says it 
is a state champion tree. 

“That’s no longer true,” 
said Townsend. “The champion 
tree is in Westchester County.” 
Townsend pointed out that the 
tree is unusual for this area and 
that Westchester is a bit warmer 
and closer to the water. 

He said the one here probably 
started as a planted tree and was 
sheltered by the house back when 
Schrom Hills Park was a farm. 

So Westchester County has 
a bigger tree . . . so what? The 
beauty or significance of this pine 
is still obvious. 

And yet, people want to mea- 
sure. People want to know which 
are the biggest trees. The cham- 
pions. 

To consider a tree for cham- 
pion position, the Department of 
Natural Resources (and the vol- 
unteer organization MD Big Tree) 
needs three measurements: The 
height in feet (usually measured 
with a laser), the circumference 
of the trunk in inches, and a 
quarter of the crown spread (fig- 
ured by measuring to the edge of 
the tree’s drip line). These num-

bers are added together to give 
the points. Volunteer foresters 
verify the numbers then compare 
with other trees, and finally the 
champions emerge. 

Four trees in Greenbelt have 
the points to make them cham- 
pions. As of 2014, the last mea- 
surements recorded on Mary- 
land Big Tree Program, the state 
champion Platanius acerfolia 
(London Plane Tree) stands at 
115 Centerway. The city’s Star 
Magnolia (Magnolia stellata) that 
guards in front of the Community 
Center is also a state champ. The 
aforementioned Longleaf Pine 
remains a county champion along 
with the Deodar Cedar, also at 
Schrom Hills Park. 

These trees will eventually die, 
but new ones will be nominated, 
verified and crowned in their 
place. Which is to say, if on a 
walk another particularly impres- 
sive tree is found, people will 
want to know. The city brochure 
asks for nominations of other 
“Great Greenbelt Trees” to be 
sent to btownsend@greenbeltmd. 
gov along with the tree’s variety, 
location and the nominator’s con- 
tact information. Maryland’s Big 
Tree Program mdbigtrees.com 
has a nomination form and more 
instructions online.
